Retail Outlets of 
Gasoline in U. S. 
Now Total 317,00 


Chicago, April 24.—A _ survey 
just completed by Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Co. of this city for S. 

F. Bowser & Co., Inc., of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., shows that retail 
gasoline and oil ouilets in the 

United States now number in ex- 
cess of 317,000. The results of the 

survey are intcresting because of 
the dearth of facts and figures, 
heretofore, on the trade. 

Of the 317,000 reported, 125,000 
are stated to be drive-in filling sta- 
tion, more than 50,000 are garages, 
and 140,000 are curb and roadside 
fills. Of the total drive-in stations, 
it is estimated that only 20,000 are

including both those owned and 
leased and those operated by big 


companies, while 105,000 are owned 


by independent oil companies and 


private individuals. 


Over-building of outlets has re- 


sulted in the existence of too many

| COAST-TO-COAST ROADS 
NEEDED IN U. S., SAYS 
WILLIAMS OF MARMON 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 24— 
While an alluring prospect is held 
out to motorists in the suggestion of 
an international highway linking 
Canada with the tip of the South 
American continent, in the opinion 
of G. M. Williams, president of the 
Marmon Motor Car Company, we 
should first complete our own coast- 
to-coast system of paved highways 
before indulging in any pan-Amer- 
ican dream. 

“It is all very true,” said Mr. 
Williams, “that the proposed inter- 
national route would go far toward 
cementing friendly relations among 
such states as were hooked up by 
such a trunk line and would open 
up entirely new and amazing possi- 
bilities to the motor tourist. 

“At the same time, we must be 
practical and must consider our own 
highway situation first. When once 
the motorist is able to hop into his 
car at Fort Kent, Me., and jour- 
ney to Seattle, San Francisco or 
Los Angeles without leaving the 
paved road, it will be time to talk 
of pan-American highways extend- 
ing from the Canadian border 
through the heart of the United 
States, Mexico, and Central Amer- 
ica, down the west coast of South 
America to Cape Horn.” 


URUGUAY CUTS TAX 5% 
ON UNASSEMBLED CARS 





Washington, April 24—A 5 per 
cent. reduction is granted imported 
unassembled automobiles and trucks 
by a recent decree inserting a new 
clause in the Uruguayan custom 
tariff valuation, reports Commercial 
Attache Clarence C. Brooks, Mon- 
teviedo, Uruguay, the Department 
of Commerce announced yesterday. 
The statement follows in full text:— 

Only automobiles and motor trucks 
brought in with merely* the power 
plant transmissions and chassis as- 
semblages made and the bodies un- 
painted and unupholstered are in- 
tended to be covered by the decree. 
The reduction on trucks, it is spe- 
cifically stated, affects the chassis 
and not the body. Prevailing duties, 
surtaxes and other imposts are not 
modified by the new ruling.

LUDLUM STEEL FIRST 
QUARTER NET DOUBLES; 
INCOME IS $140,117 


New York, April 24—The Ludlum 
Steel Comapny for the quarter end- 
ed March 31, reports a net income 
of $140,117, after. all charges, in- 
cluding depreciation, interest, Fed- 
eral taxes, etc., equivalent to $1.03 
a share earned on 135,000 shares of 
no-par stock. This compared with 
$55,572, or 41 cents a share, in the 
first three months of 1927. 

Ludlum Steel Company’s princi- 
pal activity has been in specialty 
steels, such as rustless and stainless 
alloys, which enjoy a wide usage. A 
development that bids fair to aug- 
ment the company’s business is that 
of the Krupp process for hardening 
steel surfaces by ammonia gas. This

The sec- 
ond quarter’s curtailment will ap- 
parently be so slight, that, with a 
record first quarter, the half year 
will surpass any previous similar 


Replacement parts makers, sell- 
ing through the wholesale trade, 
also had a busy March, their ship- 
ments aggregating 136 per cent. of 
January, 1925, compared with 128 
per cent. in February and 120 per 
cent. in March last year. A num- 
ber of representative service parts 
‘makers predicted a record half 
year, and, according to present in- 
dications, the greatest year this 
division has ever had. 

Accessory sales through the trade, 
which have not been up to previous 
years’ levels because of greater 
adoption of standard equipment ac- 
cessories, aggregated 113 per cent. 
of January, 1925, compared with 91 
per cent. in February and 135 per 
cent. in March last year. 

Garage machinery and tools in 
March .continued the gain begun 
in January. Aggregate shipments 
were 174 per cent of January, 1925, 
compared with 158 per cent. in 
February and 210 per cent. in 
March last year. This division has 
not advanced as rapidly as it did 
a year ago, when Ford dealers, who 
were then selling new cars in con- 
siderable quantities, were buyers of 
service equipment. 

With original equipment business 
setting a new record and trade sales 
at substantially high levels, the 
grand index of all March shipments 
of reporting manufacturers was 207 
per cent. of January, 1925, compared 
with 171 per cent. in February and 
181 per cent. in March last year. 
The previous high was 188 per cent. 
in October, 1925.

realize profits on sales from inven- 
tories carried at low valuations.

Detroit, April 24—An innova- 
tion in export shipment of auto- 
mobiles from the Mid-West to 
Europe will be introduced early in 
May when a steamship load of 
Studebaker and Erskine cars will 
clear from Detroit for Spain. An- | 
nouncement of this interesting | 
departure in export § shipping 
practice was made today by How- 
ard S. Welch, export sales mana- 
ger of the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion of America. 

By this plan, it was pointed out. 
the expense and complications of 
the conventional railroad shipment 
of automobiles to the seaboard, un- 
loading and reloading at salt water 
will be substantially reduced.
